aim of the infernal revenue office is 
to stop the illicit sale of intoxicat­ 
ing liquor of the homebrew’ variety 
and all other kinds. 
Although the sale of hops and 
malt extract will not be restricted 
do bakers and confectioners, the in­ 
ternal revenue bureau will not per­ 
mit the advertisement of the ingre­ 
dients for homebrews, the avowed 
purpose of which is stimulate the 
manufacture ©f intoxicating drinks, 
according to the following statement 
issued at Washington 
by Commis­ 
sioner Williams of the internal re­ 
venue department: 
“If malt extract, hops, 
isinglass 
gelatine or other materials are sold 
or advertised for sale in circum­ 
stances 
which showr that they are 
advertised or sold for use in 
the 
unlawful manufacture of intoxicat­ 
ing liquor it is the purpose of the 
bureau to prosecute persons so of­ 
fending.
